__| GIVES FIGURES TO SHOW. 


Estimates He Makes Are Ques- 
_ tioned by Men Experienced 

In Operation of Street 

| Car Lines. 


It A. B. Dupont of Detroit fs right there is 
io reason why Chicago should be poor. The 
report he submitted to Mayor Dunne yes- 
terday 3 the potentialities of the 264 
miles of municipal street car lines the mayor 
wants to establish tells not only how the city 
can make money but how it can make a large 
amount of money. The income he claims 
from this municipal line is in excess of 
$2,800,000 a year, which would pay for the 
system in less than ten years, and this out- 


‘side of the money the contracting company 


would take out of it. 

In his report Mr. Dupont differentiates be- 
tween the first five years of life of the pro- 
posed municipal company and the succeeding 
years. During the first period he makes but 
small allowance for maintenance to provide 
for natural wear. For the years afterward 
he adds an extra 5 per cent to this item, but 
figures that the natural increase in business 
will more than make up the difference. For 
the first five years he estimates the cost of 
operation and maintenance at 55 per cent of 
the gross receipts. n 
60 per cent. 


Makes Estimate of Revenue. 

Starting with the assertion. The cost of 
construction of the 264 miles of track will not 
exceed $25,000,000; such a sum, beside con- 
structing the railway complete, will provide 
ample power and cars to take care of the rid- 
ing public,“ Mr. Dupont makes this estimate 
of revenue:

come of the road for the first five years will 
be $4,150,000, after paying 5 per cent interest 
on the cost of construction. As the propo- 


sition is to allow the corporation which con- 


structs and operates the lines 7 per cent on 
its investment, it would take $1,760,000 of 
this. There still would remain for the city 
$2,400,000. 

Mr. Dupont further figures it wih that as 


the city grew the gross income would more | 


than keep in advance of the increased ope- 
rating and maintenance account and in ad- 
dition to providing for the income on a 
further investment of $3,000,000 needed to 
extend the lines the net income would be 
$4,726,151. With the $1,750,000 still set aside 
for the operating company’s profits, this 
would leave $2,976,161 for the city. 
Figures May Be Questioned. 

It is possible some street railway men may 
differ with Mr. Dupont’s figures. His esti- 
mate of 55 per cent of income as the cost of 
operating expenses and maintenance is con- 
siderably less than the estimates of any 
large lines in the country. The average in 
Chi is 65 per cent, and, in the case of 
the Union Traction company at least, not 
much of this is used for maintenance. In 
the country at. cent is a low 


Mr. ‘Dupont * this estimate, how- 
ever, by saying the municipal road would 
have no taxes to pay, although how it, could 

escape while owned and operated by a pri- 
vate corporation is for Corporation Counsel 
Lewis to say. The matter is as broad as ix 
is long, however, for if the road pays no 
taxes the city loses that much revenue, while 


| if it does pay the city loses that much from 


its share of the profits. 


Tells of the Proposed System. 

Ot the road proper the report, after re- 
ferring to the maps of the streets proposed 
to be used, and which already have been 
published, says: 

„ The system is to be so designed as to be 
readily extended as the franchises expire on 
contiguous streets, so as to embrace the 
entire city. 

“In the operation of these railways the 
lines run approximately north and south, 

on the north side and the south side respec- 
tively, and east of Halsted street should be 
connected and operated as through routes 
through Wabash avenue; the diagonal lines 


000 | running approximately southwest from the 


central portion of the city should be con- 
nected to the diagonal line, and to lines that 
are established approximately diagonal, in 
a generally northwest direction from the 
central portion of the city, and operated 
as through routes through Dearborn street. 
The lines on the west side that run east and 
west should not at present be extended east 
of Dearborn street. 

“This system of railways also should be 
required to issue and receive transfers from 
the other street railways in Chicago, or, 
better still, on all lines that are a con 
tinuation of the lines of the designed rail- 
way, it should exchange its cars with those 
of the old railway at the connecting point, 
so that the passengers get a through ride 
to their destination. - 


Recommends Overhead Trolleys. 
„Temporarily and until such time as gen- 
eral terminal subways are built I recom- 
mend that the overhead trolley system be 
extended to include the center of the city, 
thereby saving the excessive waste that 
would be entailed by the premature con- 
struction of the electric conduit system.

TWENTY-FIVE LIVES ARE LOST 
IN COLORADO CLOUDBURST. 


Delagua Canon Is Swept by Torrent 
Carrying Score of Houses and Deni- 
zens of Mining Camp. 


T I inidad, Colo., Aug. 24.—[Speclal. 1—1 Wen- 
ty-five lives are reported lost and a score of 
houses washed away by a cloudburst which 
swept down Delagua cafion at 9 o’clock to- 
night. All the victims were Itallan mine 
laborers and their families, 

The branch line of the Colorado and South- 
ern railroad was washed out, and the request 
for a relief train could not be complied with. 
After 10 o'clock all the wires leading to the 
afflicted towns were out. 

Early in the night a fierce storm arose. 
Two Colorado and Southern railroad bridges 
between Trinidad and Berwind were swept 
out, and shortly afterward the débris coming 
down the cafion showed that dwellings had 
peen destroyed. No bodies could be dis- 
cerned. 

Delagua cafion is a narrow gorge, and at 
the camp there were about fifty small dwel- 
lings on either side, with the bed of the 
caflon used fo tor the main street of the camp.

TAXES REDUCED BY BABIES. 


Board of Review Values Infants |" 


—' — ; 


REBATES GIVEN FOR THEM. | 


Young Fathers Are Generously Treated 
| by Roy West. | 


Babies are worth from $300 to $950 each at 
the board of review. Without attempting 
to establish a market price which would be 
beyond criticism or which would satisfy the 
parents, the reviewers have adopted a sliding 
scale with the above 22 as the extremes. 

The position taken by the board of review 
is strictly in line with President Roosevelt's 
protest against race suicide. It practically 
puts a premium on parentage and is a move 
in the direction of increasing the city’s pop- 
ulation. 

In the tax equation bables are regarded not 
as assessable property which increases the 
taxes of the parents, but as grounds for re- 
bates, offsets, and drawbacks, | 

This secret was not divulged until the clos- 
ing days of the board’s session for fear the 
revenue of the city might be reduced materi- 
ally by a sudden increase in the population, 
but now that it is known, there is reason to 
believe Chicago will reach the 3,000,000 mark 
before the board reviews taxes next year. 

Roy O. West, father of a 4 year old boy 
and a 4 months old girl, is the chief apostle 
of the theory that a citizen who is the father 
of a baby has paid part of his state, city, h- 
brary, school, and park taxes, and — be 
credited with it. 


Small Taxpayer Favored. 

As the reviewers’ system works, it is not 
made applicable to the taxpayers whose 
assessments run up into the hundreds of 
> thousands, but the small taxpayer is credited 
with an offset for each child he is rearing— 
that is, if he comes in and makes complaint 
that his taxes are too high. 

Since the board took up the reviewing of 
assessments Mr. West has been heard to 
ask one question insistently and consistently 
of all his applicants for reductions—towit:

secrecy, the announcement is made by the 
New York Post Graduate hospital of the dis- 
covery of a vegetable fluid which has been 
accepted as a positive cure for consumption. 
Most of the vegetables in market enter into 
the composition of the fluid. The circularto 
the profession thus describes the method 
of preparing it: 
Equal parts by weight of raw vegeta- 
bles scrubbed with u brush in fresh water, 
then mixed and chopped until the particles 
are small enough to go into the receiver of 
a grinding machine, where the mass is re. 
duced to a pulp. From the pulp are collected 
the juices, which are squeezed out through 
a coarse muslin cloth. The machines arede- 
signed to tear and grind the mass rather 
than to cut it up. 
“The vegetables first used are potato, 
onion; beet, turnip, cabbage, and celery.”

Results of Long Experimenta. 

The results of many months of exhaustive 
and cosjly experiment show complete cures 
in every instance. Eleven patients who, on 
beginning the treatment, were sufferers from 
the disease, have been discharged as fit sui 
jects for a life insurance risk, and fifty 
others still under observation at the hos- 
pital are on the high road to recovery. 

It is believed, moreover, that this may lead 
to means by which everybody may be ren- 
dered immune from the deadly tubercle ba- 
cilli, just as vaccination safeguards from 
small pox. It is expected the postgraduate 
hospital will advocate that the fluid eventu- 
ally be bottled and placed on tap “ at sta- 
tions throughout the city and in drug stores 
at soda water fountains. 


Juice in Use Seven Months. 


The vegetable juice has been in use at 
the post-graduate hospital's annex for the 
treatment of consumption since Jan. 7 of this 
year. Between Jan. 7 and June 20 the records 
show that eleven patients have been dis. 
charged as cured after being examined by a 
specially selected board of specialists, none of 
whom {s interested'in the experiments. 

The greatert number of cures ever . 
fected by the hospital tn a year was thir- 
teen. In other words, almost as many eures 
have been made in a little more than five 
months under the vegetable juice treatment 
as under the old methed were made in « 
year. This represents a leap of 100 per 
cent in the proportion of successful cases. 

The report which the hospital authorities 
are circulating among the physicians is the 
one submitted to the executive committes 
by Dr. John F. Russell, who has had charge 
of the tuberculosis class in the dispensary 
since its Inception in 1808 The vegetable 
compound is Dr. Russell's discovery. 


Not- 
| withstanding the substantial nature of the 
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tests to which it has been put, he will commit 
himself only in the most modest claims to his 
discovery. 

„ am convinced,” he says, “ the vegetable 
uid is a valuable addition to the diet, but 
feel that six months’ observation is not a 
sufficient period of observation to justify me 
in speaking positively of its full value. 
As an investigator merely, It would be more 
agreeable to wait until the end of the year, 
but I do not feel justified in withholding 
longer on account of its use in these ex- 
periments, because the results so far are so 
favorable. The number of persons suffering 
with pulmonary tuberculosis is so enormous 
and the need for relief is so pressing.”

this dread disease primarily is due to mal- 
nutrition, which is to say, the consumptive’s 
body does not absorb the elements of food 
it needs to create normal blood. 

The problem of weight gaining having been 
solved already, it remained necessary to 
find some food which would restore the blood 
to ita highest efficiency, and it is believed 
the vegetable juices will do this. 


Other Doctors Much Surprised. 

Dr. Donald M. Barstow and Dr. Thomas 
W. Bickerton, who were appointed a com- 
mittee by the hospital authorities to observe 
and report on Dr. Russell's experiments, 
were much impressed with the results ob- 
tained from the new diet. 

„he treatment still is in an experimental 
stage,” said one of the committee, and is 
not accepted as a positive cure for consump- 
tion, Dut I will say that Iam much pleased 


> and surprised by the results obtained. They 


are better than I had supposed possible in 
pulmonary disease under the existing condi- 
tions of life in this city. | 

“The new remedy does not work a cure in 

every instance, but it at least is good food and 
may work a complete revolution in the treat- 
ment of the disease, although I bardly expect 
that to happen. 

“The extent and certainty of the cure de- 
‘pend on the progress of the disease. The 
new cure can heal up a wounded lung or 

eause it to heal, but it cannot make new lung 
“issue. The only positively incurable cases 
are those which have been allowed to go 
without treatment too long. If people would 


only get the idea that consumption is curable N 
and not dodge the issue and pretend they 


have only a hard cold or catarrh, they might 
go to a doctor at once for a cure, and nearly 
all could probably be saved.” 

According to a member of the investigating 
eommittee the entire treatment costs about 
$6 a week in addition to the usual cost of 


living.

RUSSIA'S “NO” N FINAL 


FOREIGN OFFICE DECLARES THE 
CZAR’S DECISION IRREVOCABLE. 


Financial Statement Shows That Rus- 
sia, Including Return from Sep- 
tember Loan, Will Haye Free Bal- 
ance in the Treasury of $137,000,- 
000 — War Expenses’ About $400,- 
000,000 Annually, bat Will Be 
Lighter Since Loss of * Fleet. 


From the St. Petersburg Correspondent of the 
London Daily Standard.] 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 24.—Reports 
from the palace say the czar received the 
American ambassador .today as cordially as 
he always does, but did not display any desire 


to discuss President Roosevelt's message, 


the contents of which are still unknown. 
he foreign of- 

fice this afternoon said: | 

“I can state positively the government's 
decision not to pay one penny as indemnity, 
or “ reimbursement,” or whatever the Jap- 
anese may term it, in any form is irrev- 
ocable.“ 

The same authority declared that the Jap- 
anese had presented no ne proposition 
formally, at least -and that the entire ques- 
tion of peace or war depends on the dis 
of the demand for an indemnity. * 


Russia's Financial Condition. 

Regarding Russia's financial condition the 
following explanation is made: ; 

The free balance in the treasury now is 
$62,500,000, excluding the portion of the in- 
ternal loan already placed. About 70.000. 
000 or $75,000,000 will be paid by the banks 
for the September loan, thus creating a free 
balance of about $137,500,000. The new year 
will find Russia with a free balance, without 
further loans, of from $50,000,000 to $100,- 
000,000. Under the law the state bank pos- 
sesses the right to issue about $150,000,000 
more paper against the present gold reserve, 
now amounting to $402,000,000, besides $104,- 
500,000 abroad. The additional war expenses, 
besides the regular military appropriations, 
are nearly $400,000,000 yearly. This sum may 
be expected to be less since the battle of the 
sea of Japan, resulting in the destruction of 
the navy, but it must not be forgotten that 
the estimates of the ordinaty receipts for 
1905 are the same as for 1904. It is admitted 
that the famine is certain to reduce the re- 
ceipts of 1905 and 1906, but the authorities 
profess to be hopeful, and it must be admit- 
ted that, in spite of the great famine area, 
the total harvest is not far below the av- 
erage.” 

Russia’s Refusal Is Final. 
ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 

ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 25, 3:15 a. m.— 
With regard to a dispatch that has been re- 
ceived here saying M. de Witte was awaiting 
instructions, the foreign office says it is dally 
in constant communication with M. Witte, 
and that he will be fully able to go ahead on 
Saturday. 

The latest developments clearly indicate 
that Russia's declaration that she will never 
consent to the payment of an indemnity in 
any form is her last word with reference 
to the principle of monetary compensation 
and the expenses of the war. 

The authoritative statement made at 
Portsmouth was followed lagt evening by a 
declaration from the éfficial spokesman of 
the foreign office, which was made almost 
with the force of a formal communique, that 
under no circumstances a no disguises 
would the principle of indemnity be ad- 
mitted, and this decision is accepted by the 
Russian public as final. 

Army, Eager for War. 

The emperor's inflexible determination to 
continue the war rather than yield to a de- 
mand which is regarded as warrantable 
only in the case of a vanquished nation is 
strengthened by the latest dispatches re- 
ceived from Gen. Linevitch, in which he re- 
ports the strength of the Russian position 
and speaks favorably of the Spirit and con- 
dition of his latest reinforcements and the 
morale of che entire army. 2 

Reinforcements for the front are reported 
as steadily arriving. The Thirteenth corps 
is now en route, and the war ministry is 
preparing to dispatch a composite corps in 
case negotiations for peace fail. Only reg- 
ular troops, and not reservists, are now 
being forwarded, and it is reported that the 
City of Moscow grenadiers have received 
marching orders.

CZAR SAYS NO TO ROOSEVELT 
IN REPLY TO LAST APPEAL. 


Ambassador Meyer’s Dispatch Believea 
to Be a Courteous Rejection of Presi- 
dent’s Proposal. 


Oyster Bay, N. T., Aug. 24.—[Special.]— 
Ambassador Meyer's long cable dispatch 
from St. Petersburg is understood to accord 
with the statement issued by Count Lams- 
dorf, the czar’s minister of foreign affairs— 
that is, though it is full of the highest ex- 
pressions of regard on the part of the czar 
for President Roosevelt, it gently, but 
firmly, 
against her principle to yield to the demand 
for an indemnity in whatever form. 

It is, of course, impossible to get the de- 
tails of an unpublished document so secretly 
guarded, but it is believed that the docu- 
ment is so worded that, notwithstanding its 
unfavorable tenor, it still leaves the presi- 
dent some loopholes for hope. It is believed 
the president will communicate Ambassador 
Meyer's dispatch to the envoys ag Ports- 
mouth. 

The president, it is known, has his doubts 
at times, just as any one else, but it is be- 
lieved he still adheres to the hope that some- 
thing may happen to bring peace about. 

There is a belief here that both Baron 
Rosen and Baron Kaneko may drop in here 
at any moment. The delay until Saturday 
at Portsmouth’ is the direct consequence of 
the president’s intervention at this time, 
when delay counts for good. What the pres- 
ident is going to do in the interim, of coufse,; 
is not known. : | 

There are indications here that he might 
simply rest on his oars and leave the rest 
to Tokio and St. Petersburg, but every time 
there is an impression that the president has 
done all he could heimmediately proceeded to 
do one or two things more, so now it is prac- 
tically impossible to say what he wil do 
next. But all who have been watching his 
unceasing energy to promote peace feel he 
may yet make another move.

Powers All Against Russia. 

The peace situation could not be better 
internationally from whatever point of view 
it may be regarded. Just as Russia formeda 
peaceful combination in 1895 to force the 
withdrawal’ of Japan from the Liaotung 
peninsula, so the president has used the neu- 
tral powers to compel Russia to accept the 
final terms of Japan. 

There is this difference, however. Ten 
years ago Japan believed if she did not obey 
the behest of Russia, Germany, and France 
war would ensue and she would be crippled 
forever. She reluctantly abandoned her pre- 
tensions, receiving an addition to the in- 
demnity already conceded by China in lie 


| of the territory she coveted. 


Russia knows that the combination effected 
by the president is not only not hostile, but is 
bound solely by a mutual desire to see an 
end of the war. In other words, she is exper i- 
encing, not military pressure, as was ap- 
plied to Japan, but moral pressure. 

M. de Witte reiterated tonight that Rus- 
sia would pay nothing to Japan. This is his 
official view based upon the instructions he 
has received up to date. 

If you ask him if any change has occurred 
in the attitude of the government at St. 
Petersburg he will say he does not know. 
He expects further instructions tomorrow, 
and he will then be ready to reply to the 
Japanese proposal, perhaps informally at 
first, but formally at the conference of Sat- 
urday. 

Responsibility Is on Russia. 

It is ‘recognized by the Russians that it is 
more imperative than ever that the respon- 
sibility for breaking off the negotiations 
should be placed upon the Japanese. The 
president has put them in a position where 
they fear they will lose the sympathy of the 
entire neutral world if they refuse to make 
another effort to came to an agreement. 

It would not be surprising should they 
submit a counter proposal, involving the divi- 
sion of the island of Sakhalin, but rejecting 
that portion of it which deals with the pay- 
ment of money. Such a proposal would not 
be accepted by the Tokio government. In 
occupation of the island, and in no danger 
of being ejected therefrom, they believe the 
world will approve their attitude of refusal 
to return any portion of it to Russia unless 
compensation be granted,

In expressing a willingness to sell half ot 


Sakhalin, Japan has made a concession, the 
importance of which, as proved by Russia’s 
own words, could not be overestimated. Rus- 
sia had said that the strategic situation of 


the island was such that if it remained in 


possession of Japan it would exclude her 
from the Pacific as effectually as if Japanese 
troops occupied the Siberian coast line. For 
military reasons, therefore, the island has 
a value of immense proportions, and Russia 
should be willing to pay heavily to get half 
of it and to obtain from Japan an agree- 


ment not to fortify the remainder. 


Boot on the Other Leg. . 
This puts the boot on the other leg. But 
Russia, finding Japan weakening on the 
question of Sakhalin, now passes over the 
question of its importance, though, so far as 
cablegrams received from St. Petersburg 
show, she has not modified her attitude of re- 


fusal to surrender the smallest bit of the 


island. She says that Russian troops are 
still operating in the mountains, and that the 
Japanese only hold the ports; that these 
troops are well supplied and can continue 
fighting until the winter, when it may be 
possible to send them relief over the ice. 

However, this is more or less talk for the 
edification of each other and the general 
public. Russia has placed herself on record 
so emphatically against paying money to 
Japan that it is difficult to see how she can 
reimburse her enemy for any other expenses 
save those of the prisoners of war, etc., and 
these are required, in fact, under The Hague 
convention. An agreement on Sakhalin 
would be less difficutt, but after all this is a 
matter of fine speculation. 

There prevails in some quarters here the 
utmost optimism; in others the direst pes- 
simism. The truth of the matter is that 
Portsmouth does not know. It is hard to 
believe the president would be working so 
energetically if he were sure of the outcome.

Young, professor at the University of Chi- 
cago and formerty a district superintendent 
of the public schools, as principal of the 
Chicago Normal school was recommended 
by Supt. Cooley. This recommendation was 
concurred in unanimously by the committes 
after Mrs. W. C. H. Keough had withdrawn 
her motion to delay action for two weeks, 

The Normal school post was made vacant 
Aug. 14 by the death of Dr. Arnold Tomp- 
kins. Mrs. Young will receive a salary of 


$5,000 a year. 
Special Committee Meeting Held. 


The decision to call a special meeting of 
the school management committee for the 
purpose of filling the normal school vacancy 
was reached early in the morning. It was 
the direct outcome of efforts made by aspi- 
rants to the place to embarrass Supt. Cooley 
by attempting to weld political pull and 
thus prevent the appointment of the can- 
didate of his choice. 

President Tilden made plain the attitude 
of the administration at the committee meet- 
ing. Mrs. Keough made an effort to have 
the selection of a principal postponed for 
two weeks, and Trustee Weil, who is nota 
member of the committee, urged that plenty 
of time should be taken for the considera- 
tion of all the names mentioned in conneéc- 
tion with the post. 

It won't pay to be too hasty,’’ he declared.

Escanaba, Mich., Aug. 24.—[Special }—Six 
half crazed, half starved women and chil- 
‘dren were rescued late this afternoon from 
the great blueberry swamps of No Man's 
＋ after 200 men had searched for them 

ay. 

Since earty Wednesday morning the two 
women and four children had wandered in 
the thick forests, with their grass hidden 
pools of stagnant water, bottomless marshes, 
and dense undergrowth of bushes.

Steamer Eagle Strikes Pile and Is Put

A half-dozen steamboat lines, figuring on 
building new passenger steamers for service 
next season, have discovered within a day 
or two, that lake shipbuilding is cornered.”

Every steel plant in the country is 
far behind in its orders, and it is said to be 
impossible to get the boats already under 
contract out on time, even if the supply of 
workmen were as large as it should be.

not been heard from since. Franklin refused 
to divulge the name of the young woman. 

Franklin represents several women com- 
plaining of Dr. Witzhoff's alleged bigamous 
marriages. | 

“Witzhoff has fifty wives scattered 
throughout the United States,“ said the law- 
ver. Before we get through with him it 
will be shown that he operated the matri- 
monial game by a system. He swindled his 
numerous wives out of amounts ranging 
from $100 to $10,000. A large number of these 
women will not appear or prosecute him,

The New Orleans fever experts are quarrel- 


ing among themselves on the question of 


federal control of the yellow fever situa- 
tion. A part of the membership of the 
health board, representing the county, will 
oppose the matter of federal control, not- 
withstanding the excellent record said to 
have been made by the marine hospital 
corps during the last ten days. 

The fight will begin in earnest tomorrow, 
when the board, the mayor, and the heads 
of the fever fighting committees will meet 
to decide more fully the question of quaran- 

tining the city against the rest of the state. 
The question of banana shipments, which 
from entering by Sur- 
geon General Wyman's ruling, will be made 
the issue to call up opposition aginst federal 
control. In the committee the county mem- 
bers are expected to take sides against the 
adherents of the federal control idea,

GIRL SLEEPS IN PARKS. 


WANDERS FOR MONTHS AND 
FEEDS ON SCRAPS. 


Young Woman from Providence, R. 
I., Is Found Asleep on Bench by « 
Policeman, Whom She Tells She 
Had Slept Out of D for Thirty 

Nights and Subsisted on Food Dis- 

earded by Visitors—Orphan, Out of 
Work, Disheveled sag Still Pretty. 


New York, Aug. 24 A A good 
looking young woman who has been living 
for weeks in Central park gave herself up 
to the police tonight and slept on a com- 
fortable bed in the House of the Good Shep- 
herd, She told Mrs. McCauley, the proba- 


tion officer of the Harlem court, that for 


thirty days she has been eating scraps from 
lunches and odds and ends of victuals tossed 
away by the visitors in the park. She said 
she felt she could sleep for a week in a real 
bed. 


Her name is 1 lorence Kelly. of Providence, 
Patrolman George 
Steers, who was stationed at the entrance 
to Central park, at One Hundred and Tenth 
street and Seventh avenue, saw her sitting 
half asleep on a bench near the lake. 

Steers asked her what she was doing there. 
She wept and said that for days and days she 
had been without a home, sleeping sometimes 
in Central park, sometimes in Mount Morris 
park, and wandering here and there, with- 
out money, work, or friends. She wore a 
white shirt waist and dark skirt. She was 
without a hat, and her light brown hair 
was disheveled. Her sh ‘is were almost 
worn out. 

“I am nothing but a vagrant now,“ she 


said. 

She willingly accompanied Steers to the 
subpolice station in McGown’s Pass tavern. 
There she said she was 23 years old, of Prov- 
idence, R. I. Her mother, she told the ser- 
geant, died when she was a little thing. 
For several years she was a child’s nurse, 
More than a month ago, she said, she had 
lost her place, and since had wandered 
around the parks. The police doubted 
much of her story.

DENEEN-CULLOM 
AGREEMENT NEAR} 


| Indications Point to an Under. 


standing Between the Gow 


ernor and Senator. 


Outlook N ow Is That a Factional 
Fight in the State Will Be 
Averted. 


Indications that Gov. Deneer{ and Senator 
Cullom are reaching an agreement, or that

The first indication was the announce- 
ment that a bulk of the state appointments 
would be made within the next ten days. 
It has been-known that Deneen has been 
holding these back until Cullom showed his 


The second indication was the positive 
declaration by members of the state organ- 
ization that Postmaster Coyne would de 
reappointed in spite of his alliance with De- 
neen and the state crowd. 

A third indication was the report that Lori- 
mer, Hopkins, and Cullom had a conference . 
which became decidedly stormy, that Lori- 
mer accused the two senators of trying to 


Cullom Is Given Alternative. 

- A month ago it was announced that Sene- 
tor Cullom had been told he would have a 
factional fight or a square deal in Cook 
county just as he chose to antagonize the 
state organization or play fair with it. At 
firs? it. was believed he would cast his for- 


be started. The state organization was of 
this belief. Now Cullom is reported as wa- 
vering and more than half inclined to ac- 
cept the governor's offer. 

If Cullom could placate Lorimer and still 
accept the offer ot fair play in Cook there 
is no doubt that he would jump at the chance, 
but Lorimer has sald that any one who 
travels with him has to go the whole route.“ 
The congressman and his friends have been 
making every effort to secure the imme- 
diate removal of Postmaster Coyne, who 
is ome of the most aggravating thorns in 
Lorimer’s political being. 

Efforts have been made to secure non- 
partisan backing for these attempts, with- 
out success, and it is said now that if Cul- 
lom should attempt to secure Coyne's re- 
moval he would be opposed by Postmaster 
General Cortelyou and other members of 
the cabinet. 


Roosevelt Said to Be Annoyed. 
Further than this it is asserted that the 
president has not been too well pleased with 
the criticism produced by recent Dlinois fed- 
eral appointments, going so far back as the 
appointment of Jamieson as naval officer and 
wre down to Dan Hogan of Pulaski coun- 


The opponents of Lorimer find plenty of 
reasons for their declaration that Coyne will 
not be removed and make it as more than a 
prediction of probabilities—ds a fact. 

It also is known that some of Senator Cul- 
lom’s friends are advising him not to de- 
liver or attempt to deliver the county to 
Lorimer, and this is advanced as another rea- 
son for believing that an agreement between 
the state and federal organizations can be 
reached. 

With regard to state offices, it is said that 
all the Chicago appointments and most of the 
state will be made in little over a week. 
Such announcements have been made before, 
and conditions have changed to prevent the 
carrying out of plans, but it is asserted that 
they will be forthcoming this time. 

Many Changes Are Assured. 

In making these appointments it has been 
intended to recognize the Cullom control of 
counties wherever it existed, if the state 
organization couid feel assured of fair treat- 
ment from the federal organization. With 
regard to offices in which Chicago is inter- 
ested it is said that there will be a number 
of changes. The heads of the three free 
employment agencies will go and other moves 
more important are predicted. 

What the state organization means by 
promising Cullom a square deal” is said 
to be that he will be given an opportunity 
free from systematic opposition from the 
county and state machines to get the popular 
vote in the spring primaries 

Otherwise, it is said, it ‘will be a fight 
„not between men, but between crowds.”’ 
The state organization, as represented in 
the county organigation, now claims the 
support of Martin B. Madden and Charles 
Wathier, thus strengthening itself in the 
First congressional district. The governor's 
friends feel themselves free to make the 
prediction that if Cullom and Lorimer want

clear of a factional fight, and at the same 
time can play fair with Yates. 

The governor is expected to come to Chi- 
cago today to discuss the Lincoln park ap- 
pointments again, but it is said to be improb- 
able that any announcement will be made.

FRANCE DEMANDS RELEASE oF 
ALGERIANCINIZEN. 


French Minister in Fes Ordered by 
‘Council to Make Perémptory Re- 
quest Upon Moroccan Sultan, and a 
Failure to Comply Will Be Followed 
by Departure of Personnel of Le- 
gation and Possible Naval Demen- 


PARIS, Aug. 24.—The French minister to 
Morocco was ordered today to demand the 
immediate release by the sultan of a French 
Algerian. Should the sultan fall to comply 
with the demand the French legation was 
ordered to depart from Fes, and simuita- 
neously the French government will begin 
& military movement against the Algerian 
frontier. 

The announcement of this modus operandi 
was made today after a special meeting of 
the council of ministers. The merchant, it 
is anserted, was unjustly arrested recently 
at Gharb, a Moroccan town on the Algerian 
frontier. 

Ft is the intention of the military authon- 
thes to occupy a Moroccan order town, prob- 
‘ably Oudjda, owing to its strategic command 
of the route to the Moroccan capital. How- 
ever, the officials are confident that the sul- 
tan will yield before the threat of using 
military force,

CONVICT, RECENTLY RELEASED, 


ARRESTED AS SWINDLER. 


Admits Duping Women and Says He 


Has No Reluctance to Go to the 


Penitentiary Again, as He Has Not 


Béen Outside of Prison Walls More | 


than a Few Months at a Time in 


the Last Thirty-four Years—Identi- 


fed by His Victims. 


After three weeks of freedom, Frank 


Pun- 
shon, swindler and general thief, who for 
thirty-four years. has been. outside prison 
bars for no time exceeding three months, 
faces a penitentiary sentence again. With the 
charges and identification of six women, who 
declare they have been victimized by him 
since his release from the Joliet penitentiary 
‘on Aug. 2 confronting him, the man whose 
record in criminology is unique eomplacently 
views his return to prison 
‘ttle regret. 

The criminal efforts of Punshon are said 
to have started within twenty-four hours 
of his completion öf a four year sentence 
in Joliet.

While conversing with three women from 
Ludington, Mich:, in the Palmer house yes- 
terday the advertiser was arrested by Ser- 
geant Alcock of the Central Detail, who 
recognized him as Punshon. Later the pris- 


oner was identified by Mrs. A. Walker, 80

Punshon is 58 years old, neatly dress 


and of clerical aspect. When confronted by 
the women he attempted no denial, and de-

“I’m unlucky,” he declared. I didn’t 
expect to run long, but I expected more than 
a month of freedom. My first sentence was 
in 1871, when I got a year in Waupon, Wis., 
for forgery.. A month after my release I was 
returned for ten years for horse stealing. 
Since then I’ve served two other terms in the 
same prison and four in Joliet. They aggre- 
gated forty-four years, but good time has cut 
them to about thirty-four years. I've had 


about eighteen months’ freedom; the rest 
was spent in jails awaiting trials or sen- 


tence,”

“You sought the office of mayor by de- 
celving the people and’ promising them mu- 
nicipal ownership, but when the time comes 
to act you are at a loss to accomplish what 
the people anticipated,’ he shouted. 


Just One Honest Mayor. 


He further asserted that there were graft 
and boodle in municipal ownership. the same 


as in the political arena, and that Mayor 


Dunne was well aware of the fact: He said 


“Golden Rule Jones of Toledo was the | 


only man who ever was able to deal with 
municipal ownership honestly, inferring that 
all others were grafters. 

At this juncture Mayor Woodward began 
to talk incoherently.

service and that given the public by the pri- 
vate traction corporations. .

With such accommodation given to the 
public its citizens have witnessed repeated 
efforts, many of them successful, to debauch 
and corrupt its city council and state legis- 
lature by the wholesale use of boodle and 
bribe money. They have been compelled to 
hold indignation meetings and to invade the 
legislature and the city council in the guise 
of mobs to compel their representatives to 
refrain from the passage of laws and ordi- 
nances which would extend the franchises 
of these companies for half a century. So 
great have been their grievances and so 
righteous their indignation that they have 
on three separate occasions at the polls de- 
clared their intention of refusing all fur- 
ther extension of franchises to the private 
companies and of taking over the street car 
systems and placing them in the hands of 
the municipality. 
| Millions for Delay. 

“Both of the candidates for mayor in 
March, 1905, repudiated the so-called ten-

Col. Greene was more solicitous for the 
Welfare of his policy holders and the in- 
eured in general than for his own enrich- 
ment.

| GOVERNMENT PRINTING BILIS. 


The department of commerce and labor 
Wishes the public to know what it is, and 
how it came to be born. One of its subordi- 
nate officials has prepared, and the govern- 
ment printing office has published, the Book 
of Genesis of the department and the bu- 
@meaus it embraces. It is a volume of 716 
ages, and contains several illustrations. 
No government report is complete without 
half tones. 

The department was created in 1903, but 
the historian begins with the desire to 
Zoster the commerce and trade of the coun- 
try, which was one of the causes of the 
mdoption of the constitution. He unearths 
the fact that John Paul Jones, whose body 
rests at Annapolis, if Gen. Porter is not 
mistaken in his identification, wrote at the 

time of the ratification of the constitution 
that it would not be amiss to create a min- 
istry of commerce as the eighth department. 

As it was the ninth, the admiral is credited 
with “ remarkable foresight.” 

Two hundred and forty pages are given 
up to What is called the “legislative his- 
tory” of the department. This is simply 
& reproduction from the Congressional Rec- 
ord of the debates and votes in the senate 
auc house on the act to establish the de- 

partment. That will be “ useful for pur- 

ps of reference” if any one shall care 
er to it, which is not likely. It serves 

to pad out a volume which, without 

oe, would not bave the size befitting the 
Merary efforts of a young and ambitious 
department. 

Among the illustrations are some showing 
the temporary offices of the secretary, chief 
clerk, and disbursing clerk. They give, 
doubtless with absolute accuracy, the desks, 
chairs, waste paper baskets, and cuspidors 
in the offices, which differ in no noticeable 
respect from those in general use. If it 
were not the established theory that a goy- 
ernment publication must have pictures, 
these in the history of the organization of 
e department of commerce and labor 
never would have been used.

Mr. Sullivan says: “ If we had municipal 
ownership in New York Tammany would 
be in power for the next 150 years.” On re- 
flection he credited it with a longer lease. 
Gabriel will find Tammany ruling when be 
blows the wake up horn.” Certainly he 
would give Tammany the control of munici- 
pal street car lines,.gas works, electric light 
plants, and the telephone system, and no 
ejectment process could be served on it by 
the voters. It would be impossible to defeat 
at the polls the disciplined army of munici- 
pal officeholders and the friends who were 
interested in their keeping their jobs. 

“Why, say,” continned the observant 
Mr. Sullivan, “in Glasgow they are talking 
of disfranchising the employés on the tram- 
ways because the reformers over there 
they’re the outs, just like they are here— 
say the votes of the men are controlled by 
the party in power.” That may not be true 
in Glasgow. It would be true in New York. 
The New York reformers might agitate for 
the disfranchisement of municipal em- 
ployés, but they never would be able to 
earry their point. Tammany and the pay 
roll would be invincible. 

The honorable Mr. Sullivan is a practical 
politician with a firm grip on realities. He 
is not a theorist seeking to make cotton out 
of moonshine. He knows what would hap- 


pen in New York City under municipal own- 


ership. As with New York so with the 
other large cities of the country. Municipal 
ownership would subject them to the cor- 
rupt and reckless rule of the bosses of the 
pay roll brigade. Civil service laws, which 
are efficacious where the number of city em- 
ployés is comparatively small, would be no 
protection to the community when the power 
to decide the result of elections had passed 
into the hands of an army of employés gov- 
erned by a political ring. 


MUST NOT FORGET HOW TO SHOOT. 

A big shooting match began at Sea Girt, 
N. J., yesterday. It will be participated in 
by representatives of the federal army, navy, 
and military academies, the militia of most 
of the states and territories, and the Nation- 
al Rifle association and affiliated organiza- 
tions. Medals and cash will be awarded the 
teams and individuals making the best 
scores. 

Changes which have been taking place in 
the country make such tournaments both 
interesting and important. Until compara- 
tively recent years conditions existed in the 
United States which were calculated ts 
make and did make Americans as a people 
the best marksmen in the world. There 
were extensive forests and prairies which 
teemed with game, and there were prac- 
tically no game laws to temper the nimrod’s 
ardor. The presence of Indians made it 
necessary for the pioneer in the more ad- 
vanced settlements to keep constantly on 
his guard. From the walls of the cabin 
there usually hung firearms, which both pro- 
tected the family from attack and supplied 
the greater part of the meat that came to its 
table. 

The conditions, which made the marks- 
men who mowed down the British at 
Bunker Hill and New Orleans have passed 
away. But Americans must continue to be 
good shots. The small regular army main- 
tained makes it important to the country’s 
safety. Since the natural facilities and in- 
centives—so to speak—for becoming good 
marksmen are passing away artificial ones 
must be provided, and consequently the 
more such tournaments as that at Sea Girt 
there are the better. It would be well for 


the states to follow the nation’s example 


and offer prizes for good shooting. Every 

inducement should be offered militiamen to 

improve their marksmanship. Nobody can 

tell when men who can shoot straight will 

be once more in great demand. | a 


POLICE AUXILIARIES.

It is not strange that there should be 
popular objections to the continuance vf a 
grade crossing, with a score of tracks, at 
Jefferson street. It is still less strange 
that business men should deprecate a per- 
manent six foot depression of so important 
a business thoroughfare as Halsted street. 
Such a depression in the case of a resi- 
dential street would be mainly an esthetic 
matter. In the case of a business thorough- 
fare, like the one in question, it would be a 
serious handicap upon traffic. It would 
mean that every load of freight would need 
to be reduced to the test of this grade. 

The case is rendered stil] more serious 
and urgent by the possibility that Halsted 
street may be widened from river to river. 
The finance committee has practically set 
aside $15,000 for preliminary surveys for 
such widening, and these surveys are al- 
ready being entered upon. 

It is naturally urged that the track ele- 
vation ordinance is a contract which can- 
not be modified without the consent of the 
companies, and hence that no relief re- 
specting the proposed sinking ef streets 
ean be had. 

Possibly this is too rigid a view to take 
of the situation. Certain it is, in any event, 
that if Halsted street is widened some cor- 
respohding modification of the width of the 
prospective Halsted street subway will be 
strenuously demanded. It is evident, too, 
that the essential objects sought in widen- 
ing this street would be greatly prejudiced 
and to a degree nullified if its grade were 
at some point to make a six foot dip. To 
expend several million dollars to perfect a 
great business and traffic thoroughfare and 
then to have traffic upon it obstructed as 
seriously as it would be by such a dip would 
be a contradictory procedure. 

The situation is one which the track ele- 
vation committee and the council may well 
canvass with care to see if the relief sought 
by citizens in respect to Halsted street is in 
any degree possible. If this highway is to 
be improved as suggested its grades ought 
obviously to be as uniform as possible.

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENGY

IR MICHAEL HICKS-BEACH, who is 
due in New York this evening or to- 
morrow from England, is the father of 
the house of commons and one of the 
finest survivals of the English states- 

man of the old school. He entered parlia- 
ment considerably more than forty years 
ago, when most of the members of the pres- 
ent administration were still boys at school 
and some of them, indeed, like the present 
chancellor of the exchequer, were still in 
frocks and pinafores.in the nursery. He 
is popularly understood to have been in- 
debted for his early appointment to office 
to the fact that his extraordinary reticence 
and cold, reserved, and aloof manner at- 
tracted the attention of Lord Beaconsfield 
at a dinner and created an impression upon 


Tall and spare, Sir Michael remains, in 
spite of his eight and sixty years, as straight 
as a poplar. He has a thin, refined face, 
With high delicate forehead, on which the 
hair curls slightly. The nose is straight 
and the mouth hard, with the expression of 
a man accustomed to bitter thoughts, His 
once dark beard has now turned gray, and 
in parliament he will sit by the hour stroking 
his beard, or pecking at it with his long 
nervous fingers, without exchanging a word 
with his colleagues or neighbors. 


— 
Sir Michael has had two devoted friends in 


the house, one of them the late Sir William 
Vernon Harcourt, a political adversary, while 
the other, the late Lord Randolph Churchill, 
although occupying a seat on the same side 
of the house, often made him the object of 
vigorous political attacks. Yet Sir Michael's 
intimacy with them never wavered, and it 
was on this account that he was chosen a 
few years ago to unveil the bust erected to 
poor Lord Randolph's memory. 

The particular object of Sir Michael's de- 

in parliament is Joseph Chamber- 
lain, and, indeed, it was on account of his 
inability to get along with the ex-colonial 
secretary that he resigned his seat in the 
unionist cabinet. 

Sir Michael’s association with the late Lord 
Salisbury was a natural one. For 300 years 
ago or more his ancestor, Sir Michael Hicks, 
son of a good Gloucestershire family, was the 
secretary of that illustrious Cecil who was 
‘secretary of state and prime minister to 
Queen Elizabeth, and from whom, indeed, 
both the late marquis and the present Lord 
Salisbury are deacended in a direct line. It 
is on record that this Elizabethan Sir Michael 
Hicks was a rich and nerous man, and 
that he not only lent Sir Francis Bacon 
money but likewise showed himself to be a 
friendly and indulgent creditor. 


The present Sir Michael, who came by the

nal grandfather who had Sydney Smith for 


his tutor, is, in spite of his reticence at times, 


an intensely hot tempered man, and in his 
encounters with Joe Chamberlain gave vent 
thereto in the form of most contemptuous 
and scornful sarcasms. But it is only in 
society and in parliament that he is thus 
unfriendly, reserved, and aloof. With the 
tenants and farmers of the district in which 
his ancestral home is situated he is geniality 
itself, the type of the old fashioned country 
squire, a straight rider to-hounds, a splendid 
shot, and a kindly landlord.

Supt. Bicknell of the Bureau of Char- 
ities Praises Good Results Ob- 


tained at Glen Ellyn 
Sanitarium. 


ADDITIONS TO THE FUND. 

Supt. Bicknell of the bureau of charities, 
under whose direction Tun TRIBUNE'S sum- 
mer hospital at Glen Ellyn and the free ice 
distribution are conducted, announced yes- 
terday that during the last four weeks 139 
patients have been restored to health at 
the hospital. The average length of the 
visits has been from one to two weeks, al- 
though some of the patients have remained 
at the hospital during the entire period. 

“I am gratified by the good work accom- 
plished at Tun Tripune’s hospital during 
the last four weeks, Supt. Bicknell said. 
„The number of patients treated does not 
tell the whole story. Some of the cases were 
aggravated, and in the majority nothing 
but fresh air, combined with expert treat- 
ment and nursing, could have brought the 
patients back to health. Many of the babies 
who are now romping on the broad verandas 
of the hospital or creeping along the walks 
were not expected to live when they were 
taken to the country hospital. It is a great 
work in a field which previously had been 
unexplored, so far as Chicago is concerned.” 

Other charity workers are equally enthu- 
siastic in their indorsement of the work 
carried on at THE TRIBUNE'S hospital.
